How much time does it need to see that we have 
sinned and that sin is wrong? that it is hateful in 
its nawure and effects? that it is abhorrent to God, 
and exposes us to his just and dreadful wrath ? 
How much time must we have to enable us to feel 
a sacred sorrow for sin as committed the 
holy will and law of a gond and merciful to 
feel and breattie 4 sincere desire to be renewed and 
forgiven? ‘These feelings may be excited with the 
quickness of thought. The mind sees at a glance 
that they are right. The conscience instantly con- 
sents to them: and they may be exercised in one 
day, one hour,—aye, in a moment, in the twinkling 
of an eye. The plea of want of time cannot stand. 
This pretence is an insult to religion, so long as 
time can be found for any thing of less importance. 
It is a practical contemning of all the proffered 
blessings of the gospel.

It is placing crea- 
tures above the Creayr, loving aud serving them 
more hau bim. Whoso asserts that he has no time 
to take cateof his soul and acts accordingly, tram- 
ples on thelood of Christ, in hasting to be rich, 
or in flyingrom temporal want.

Historical Sketches of New London, ('t. 
New Lonpos, Ct, April 13, 1847, 


Messas. Eprrons:—In my last I spoke of the 
early settlement of New London ; one additional 


Connecticut, may be worthy of mention here. 

“ The first printing-press in Connecticut was 
established at New London 45 years before print- 
ing was executed in any other place in the Colo- 
ay. The first printer was Thomes Short, who 
came to New London, about the year 1709. He 
printed the Saybrook Platform, (which is said to 
have been the first book printed in Connecticut,) 
and soon after died, In 1713 there was no printer 
in the Colony, and a great proportion of the 
laws were only in ipt. The Assembly 
deternined on revising and printing the laws, and 
desired the Governor end Council to precare a 
printer to settle in the Colony. The Council ob- 
tained Mr. Timothy Green, a descendant of Mr. 
Samuel Green of Cambridge, in Massachusetts, 
the first printer in North America. The Assem- 
bly, for his encouragement, agreed that he should 
be printer to the Governor and company, and that 
he should have fifty pounds, the salary of the 
deputy governor annually. He was obliged to 
print the election sermon, the proclamations for 
fasts and thankegivings, and the laws which were 
enacted at the several of the A bly 
In 1714 he came into Connecticut, and fixed his 
residence at New London. He and his descend- 
ents were printers to the State till after the rev- 
olutionary war.” 

The West India trade was formerly carried on 
from thie place with very considerable advan- 
tage. This was gradually suceeeded by the 
whale fishery; which, on account of its ample 
profits, has for several years constituted the princi- 
pal business of the place, and enriched many 
of her citizens. But this in turn is becoming, nay, 
has become far lees lucrative than formerly. It 
has already passed the zenith of its prosperity, 
and capitalists and business men are now seeking 
some other branch of business in which to em- 
bark. 

New London has advantages which few other 
cities can boast. Its harbor, we have already said, 
is unsurpassed—in every respect superior to Bos- 
ton or New York. We may safely affirm that 
no city in the Uuion has a more salubrious cli- 
mate, while none has an equal smount of wealth 
in proportion to her population, which at the 
present time is about 8,000. Our city is gener- 
j ally represented as being built on the East and 
South side of « hill, with streets narrow and ir- 
| regular. This description applies only to the old 
part of the town. A considerable portion of New 
London, as it now is, has a most eligible loca- 
tion, commanding a distinct view of the sound,

As the 
application of h¢ is increased, bodies expand, 
until at length thparticles entirely separate from 
each other, and sume the state of air, smoke, va- 
por or gas. If t heat is still increased, the gas 
still continues t@crease in bulk, in precisely the 
same ratio as thincrease of the heat. But ifthe 
heated or expand aeriform matter be now made 
to occupy less ace by external pressure, as in 
the tube of a @densing air pump, it yrelds out 
its combined ht to warm surrounding objects. 
When the concbsation of air is thus caused very 
suddenly and wiently, its latent heat is emitted 
OF pressed out scoplously that the condensed air 
ignites and burn combustibles placed in the in- 
strument. Thearder and quicker the condensa- 
tion, the more tense is the heat emitted. To

that but very few strata can meke their heat accu- 
mulate on any one place, on account of its being 
reabsorbed by the air in traversing so dense a 
transparent medium. Therefore, since the air im- 
| mediately upon any place does not cause excessive 
heat, and since it absorbs what is projected down 
from the higher strata, and does not allow it to fall 
upon the surface of the sun, he infers that the tem- 
perature of every place on the surface of the sun 
is as mild and temperate as any part of the earth's 
surface. 

In speaking of Venus, he says the atmosphere is 
about forty-five miles high, but on account of the 
planet being smaller and rarer, the air at the sur- 
face is but two thirds as dense as st the surface of 
the earth. This corresponds to the weight and 
density of the air two miles high on the earth's 

, where the is always cool. 
He now shows that if these cool mountain places 
received just double the solar heat thet they now 
do, they would be as warm as places on the sea- 
shore within the tropics; which would be just as, 
warm as the surface of Venus is, because her sur- 
face receives double our amount of solar heat, 
and her atmosphere is just like that of the cool 
mountain districts, 

As to the mildness of the of the oth- 
er planets, he reasons that Venus with a light coat 
of air with double the exposure to heat, is just as 
cool as the earth; and therefore the climate of 
Mews and Jupiter, with heavier clothing of atmo- 
sphere, may be all of the same temperature, not-

silenced by a twenty years’ repose in the 
grave. Crossing the beautiful Seine, over 
an archway of stone, to a point opposite of 
the garden of the Tuileries, we tound our- 
selves on the consecrated ground of the dead, 
where thirty million Frenchmen go to shed 
the tears of a painful, exquisite recollection. 
The broken fragments of humanity from a 
hundred battle-fields, to the number of three
